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Summary 

As  a  result  of  slackening  demand  and  increased 
costs  of  production,  the  poultry  meat  industries  in 
the  European  Community  (EC)  are  very  depressed. 
By  late  spring  19  74  broiler  prices  were  so  low  as  to 
prompt  agreement  among  producer  interests  in  var- 
ious EC  countries,  which,  if  effective,  will  reduce 
July-December  output  from  the  high  levels  of  1973 
and  early  1974. 

Poultry  meat  production  in  the  EC  increased  by  7 
percent  in  1973,  with  substantial  gains  in  all 
member  countries  except  Belgium.  Broiler  and  tur- 
key meat  production  were  up  substantially. 

Poultry  meat  prices  rose,  outpacing  production 
costs  during  much  of  the  year.  Prices  were  attrac- 
tive, compared  with  those  for  red  meats,  stimulating 
greater  per  capita  consumption,  except  in  West 
Germany  where  per  capita  consumption  declined 
slightly  and  in  Belgium  where  it  remained  un- 
changed . 

However,  in  late  1973  demand  began  to  weaken 
and  poultry  prices  declined.  A  cost  squeeze  affected 
individual  countries  in  varying  degrees  and  generally 
became  more  severe  in  the  new  year.  In  early  1974 
beef  and  pork  prices  slipped,  putting  still  more 
downward  pressure  on  poultry  meat  prices.  Also, 
feedgrain  prices  reached  a  peak  in  February  1974. 
Poultry  meat  stocks  accumulated  to  abnormally  high 
levels.  Reacting  to  growing  stocks-on-hand  and  in- 
creasing financial  losses  by  poultry  producers,  the 
EC  Commission  established  a  "special"  export  sub- 
sidy for  b  roile  rs,  effective  May  1,  1974'. 

Output  Up  Sharply  in  1973 

In  the  EC,  broiler  production  reached  4.9  billion 
pounds  in  1973 — 6.5  percent  above  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year — continuing  a  long-term  upward  trend. 
Production  of  other  chicken  meat  (old  laying  hens) 
has  fluctuated,  reflecting  smaller  increases  in  egg 


consumption  in  several  countries,  stagnant  demand 
in  others,  and  more  efficient  output  per  hen.  Pro- 
duction of  turkey  meat  in  1973  was  up  16  percent 
(27  percent  increase  in  197  2),  and  is  gaining  promi- 
nence in  the  EC  poultry  market. 

Rapidly  climbing  feed  costs  plagued  poultry  pro- 
ducers during  1973,  particularly  in  the  newOT ember 
countries  that  we r,g  adjusting  g rain  prices  UPEC  pol- 
icy. Feed  prices  in^«:EC-6  rose  progressrvtly  dur- 
ing 1  973,  reachin^?-fi;i rd  quarter  peak  of  a-|)out  40 
percent  above  thci';l.^7  2  le^eh  Ration  prices  de- 
clined by  about  1  O^fCent  in  it  he  fou  rth  qua  rte  r.  By 
late  1973  there  utere'-^-expressions ,  ofT  concern  foi 
higher  fuel,  labor,  gn<i-£ne rgytxelated^liDsts.  • 

Along  with  other "pQlj'fy  meat  pi4c'es,  broiler 
prices  rose  rapidlyTp^r4T973,  aslshown  in  Table  1, 
reaching  a  high  poDnlil;U ring  the  third  quarter  in 
Belgium,  France,  rmany,  and  Denmark,  fal- 

ling off  the reafte r.^n- Italy  the  price  rise  was 
checked  by  a  price  freeze  in  July.  The  wholesale 
price  of  domestically  grown  broilers  (ready-to-cook) 
in  Hamburg  averaged  41  U.S.  cents  per  pound  in 
January  1973,  about  71  cents  in  July,  and  declined 
to  an  average  of  52  cents  in  December. 

Generally,  poultry  producers  prospered  during 
much  of  the  year.  They  benefited  by  the  attractive- 
ness of  poultry  meat  prices  compared  with  prices  of 
red  meats,  which  were  then  in  relatively  short  sup- 
ply. However,  toward  the  end  of  1973  the  "meat- 
feed  price  ratio"  turned  less  favorable,  the  cost 
squeeze  became  more  pronounced,  and  red  meat 
prices  fell. 

West  Germany's  production  of  poultry  meat  ac- 
counts for  about  half  of  that  country's  consumption 
needs,  and  in  1973  increased  by  about  5  percent 
overthatof  1972.  Broiler  production  was  up  by  6.5 
percent  and  turkey  meat  output  by  6  percent.  Poul- 
try meat  imports  declined  by  almost  3  percent  to 
598  million  pounds.  About  85  percent  was  supplied 
by  other  EC  members. 


In  contrast,  West  German  poultry  meat  exports 
increased  by  300  percent,  to  5 1  million  pounds, 
practically  all  of  which  were  subsidized  sales  to 
non-EC  markets.  TheNearEastwas  the  major  desti- 
nation (20  million  pounds),  followed  by  Eastern 
Europe  (12  million  pounds).  Exports  to  Austria, 
Chile,  Hong  Konh,  and  Switzerland  also  increased. 

West  German  domestic  consumption  declined 
noticeably  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  reversing 
the  trend  of  the  last  12  years.  This  drop  is  believed 
to  be  a  direct  reaction  to  higher  prices  as  well  as  de- 
mand limitations  imposed  by  inflation  and  economic 
uncertainties.  Broiler  production  in  the  second  half 
of  1973  was  3  percent  below  the  level  for  the  first 
half  of  the  year.  Nonetheless,  West  German  broiler 
stocks  accumulated,  reaching  an  estimated  22  mill- 
ion pounds  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Although  a  moderately  small  producer,  the 
Netherlands  is  the  largest  exporter  of  poultry  meat 
within  the  EC,  and  highly  dependent  on  the  export 
market  which  absorbs  the  bulk  of  its  poultry  meat 
production  (about  75  percent).  Aware  that  produc- 
tion was  increasing  in  other  countries,  notably  in  its 
main  export  market — West  Germany — ,  and  that 
Denmark  would  offer  new  and  strong  competition, 
Dutch  production  was  restrained  in  1973.  Broiler 
production  increased  by  about  3.5  percent  over  that 
of  a  year  earlier,  while  turkey  meat  production  de- 
clined by  9  pe rcent. 

Total  Dutch  poultry  meat  exports  fell  by  6  percent 
to  486  million  pounds.  Shipments  to  West  Germany, 
which  accounted  for  about  84  percent  of  total  ex- 
ports, were  8  percent  below  1972.  Broiler  exports 
to  the  same  market  were  down  7  percent  and  turkey 
meat  exports  were  off  20  percent.  This  decline  was 
partially  offset  by  subsidized  exports  to  Switzerland, 
aswell  as  to  Asian  andNear  East  Markets.  Domestic 
consumption  increased  only  slightly,  and  stocks 
started  to  build  up. 

Stimulated  by  sharply  increased  producer  prices, 
Denmark's  1973  broiler  production  has  been  esti- 
mated at  5.8  percent  above  that  of  1972,  with  most 
of  the  gain  registered  during  the  first  6  months  of 
last  year. 

Domestic  consumption  increased  sharply  during 
1973,  from  1  1.2  pounds  to  14.6  pounds  per  capita 
(up  24  percent),  due  largely  to  the  elimination  of  the 
'"home  marketing  scheme"  which  maintained  high 
domestic  prices  as  a  form  of  subsidy  for  poultry  meat 
exports.  Its  elimination  was  required  because  of 
Denmark's  entry  into  the  EC. 

Denmark's  total  poultry  meat  exports  declined  by 
4  percent  to  1  1  1  million  pounds.  Exports  to  West 
Germany  expanded  markedly,  but  were  more  than 
offset  by  smaller  shipments  during  1973  to  other 
markets  in  the  EC  as  well  as  third  countries.  Among 
the  latter,  only  shipoments  to  Greece  and  Singapore 


registered  significant  increases.  Demand  slackened 
toward  the  end  of  the  year,  and  by  January  1,  stocks 
were  well  above  a  year  earlier. 

France,  the  second  largest  EC  poultry  meat  pro- 
ducer, increased  its  output  of  broilers  in  1973  by  12 
percent  and  turkey  meat  by  33  percent.  In  contrast 
to  red  meat,  poultry  meat  consumption  increased, 
reaching  a  record  35  pounds  per  capita — about  20 
percent  of  total  meat  consumption. 

Poultry  meat  exports  in  1973  totaled  1  16  million 
pounds,  compared  with  93  million  a  year  earlier. 
West  Germany  was  the  main  export  market  for 
French  poultry  meat  in  1973,  purchasing  41  per- 
cent, followed  by  Switzerland  and  East  Germany. 
Subsidized  exports  to  Near  East  markets  continued 
to  be  significant.  Ready-to-cook  broilers  and  fowl 
represented  nearly  90  percent  of  French  exports, 
while  "French-dressed"  poultry  comprised  the  re- 
mainder, despite  an  EC  directive  restricting  trade  in 
this  form. 

Italy,  the  largest  poultry  meat  producer  in  the  EC, 
expanded  broiler  production  by  about  2.5  percent 
to  over  1.  1  billion  pounds,  and  turkey  meat  produc- 
tion by  16  percent.  Poultry  meat  imports  continued 
to  exceed  exports,  which  declined,  and  domestic 
supplies  expanded.  Italian  consumption  of  poultry 
meat  reached  35  pounds  per  capita  in  1973.  Con- 
sumption of  turkey  meat  rose  to  612  pounds  per 
capita,  with  further  increases  expected.  There  is 
strong  interest  in  expanding  turkey  meat  production 
in  Italy  and  consumer  acceptance  of  turkey  is  grow- 
ing. Traditional  Italian  butcher  shops  appear  to  be 
profitably  involved  in  handling  turkey. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  total  production  of  chicken 
meat  (both  broilers  and  fowl)  increased  again  in 
1973  (up  7  percent).  Turkey  meat  production  was 
up  by  about  2.5  percent  to  184  million  pounds. 
Poultry  meat  consumption  continued  to  rise  to  a  new 
record  level  of  about  30  pounds  per  capita  and  ac- 
companying a  downtrend  in  consumption  of  red 
meat.  This  rise  is  also  associated  with  innovative 
merchandising  of  both  chickens  and  turkey  in  the 
United  Kingdom  American-style  "carry-out"  shops 
are  reportedly  proving  to  be  important  and  growing 
outlets  for  chicken.  Also,  consumption  of  "further- 
processed"  turkey  meat,  much  of  it  imported  from 
the  United  States,  is  showing  an  appreciable  in- 
crease. With  respect  to  total  poultry  meat,  the  Un- 
ited Kingdom  is  close  to  self-sufficiency,  importing 
about  2  percent  of  consumption  requirements. 

Ireland  increased  both  broiler  and  turkey  meat 
output  in  1973.  Poultry  meat  exports,  mostly  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  declined  significantly  from  7.9 
million  pounds  in  1972  to  6.6  million  pounds. 
Broiler  exports  declined,  but  turkey  meat  exports 
increased.  Irish  poultry  meat  consumption  con- 
tinued to  increase  in  1973,  accelerating  the  trend  of 
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previous  years. 

Brioler  production  remained  practically  un- 
changed in  Belgium-Luxembourg,  compared  with 
that  of  1  972,  although  well  below  the  level  of  the  2 
preceding  years.  Fowl  production  was  down  for  the 
second  year  and  turkey  meat  production  continued 
to  increase.  There  was  little  change  in  domestic  con- 
sumption. 

Current  Sutuation  and  Outlook 

As  a  result  of  the  events  described  above,  EC  poul- 
try markets  are  in  serious  difficulties.  By  late  spring 
1974  slackening  demand  for  poultry  meat,  high 
production  costs,  and  mounting  stocks  called  for 
special  measures — concerted  efforts  to  cut  produc- 
tion in  Member  States  along  with  larger  export  sub- 
sidies to  dispose  of  the  surplus  outside  the  EC. 

During  most  of  March  and  April  this  year,  Dutch 
broilers  for  export  averaged  less  than  50  cents  per 
pound,  contrasted  with  peak  weekly  averages  at  70 
cents  in  thesummerof  1973.  Somelotswhichsoldin 
spring  1974  at  40  cents  were  claimed  to  be  20  per- 
cent below  cost  of  production. 

This  unfavorable  price  prompted  broiler  produc- 
ers in  EC  countries  to  mutually  agree  to  reduce  their 
output.  This  reduction  may  be  equivalent  to  2.5  per- 
cent of  recent  annual  output.  Since  it  will  be  concen- 
trated into  a  6-month  period  or  less,  it  could  amount 
to  a  5  percent  cut  from  July-December  197  3.  Pend- 
ing the  production  effects  of  the  agreement,  the 
Community  has  established  a  special  export  subsidy 
of  6.5  cents  per  pound  for  whole  broilers  to  help 
clear  the  existing  surplus.  This  surplus  included  an 
estimated  40.000-50,000  tons  in  excess  of  normal 
broiler  stocks,  as  well  as  late  spring  slaughter  which 
generally  remained  above  year-earlier  levels. 

These  stocks  existed  at  the  same  time  that  exces- 
sive beef  supplies  depressed  EC  markets.  Recent  in- 
tervention stocks  of  beef  have  been  placed  at 
100,000  metric  tons.  EC  actions  with  respect  to 
beef  have  included  border  closings  and  a  require- 
ment that  importers  offset  beef  imports  by  purchas- 
ing equivalent  quantities  of  beef  from  EC  interven- 
tion stocks.  A  shortage  of  cold  storage  has  also  been 
reported,  particularly  in  Denmark. 

Despite  weakening  prices  for  broilers  and  continu- 
ing high  costs,  broiler  production  in  early  1974  con- 
tinued ahead  of  1973  in  most  EC  countries.  In  De- 
nmark, for  example,  slaughter  through  mid-April 
was  15  percent  abov  the  level  of  a  year  earlier. 

For  the  second  half  of  1974,  however,  broiler 
output  is  expected  to  drop  significantly,  particularly 


if  the  agreement  among  producer  groups  of  various 
EC  countries  is  effective  in  imposing  agreed  cut- 
backs. Spokesmen  for  the  poultry  industries  of  the 
participating  countries  have  evidently  agreed  to  the 
following  cutbacks  for  July-December  1974: 

The  Netherlands  10  percent  of  annual  production 
West  Germany  .  .  10  percent  of  annual  production 

Denmark   6  percent  of  annual  production 

Belgium  10  percent  of  commercial  slaugh- 
ter for  export 
France  10  percent  of  commercial  slaugh- 
ter for  export 
Interests  in  the  United  Kingdom  may  also  partici- 
pate in  the  agreement,  but  details  of  this  are  not  pre- 
sently available. 

These  percentages  are  based  mostly  on  an 
18-month  history,  but  are  to  be  applied  in  a  period 
of  5 '/2  months  duration  or  possibly  even  shorter. 
Therefore,  the  short-term  impact  in  the  individual 
countries  will  obviously  exceed  the  above  percen- 
tages. 

The  consequent  cutback  in  broiler  production 
during  July-December  this  year  is  expected  to  total 
about  70,000  metric  tons.  This,  in  turn,  could  re- 
duce the  amount  of  grain  and  high  protein  meal  fed 
to  broilers  in  the  EC  during  the  second  half  of  this 
year  by  about  200,000  metric  tons.  For  1974  as  a 
whole,  the  amount  of  feed  utilized  in  poultry  meat 
production  should  be  slightly  less  than  the  estimated 
9  million  metric  tons  fed  in  1973. 

After  broilers,  the  next  largest  segment  of  EC 
poultry  meat  production  is  turkey.  Turkeys  seem 
less  affected  than  broilers  by  the  present  price 
weakness,  despite  the  fact  that  early-  1974  slaughter 
reflected  the  increase  of  35  percent  in  August- 
January  ( 1 97  3-74)  poult  placements  in  six  EC  coun- 
tries. EC  turkey  production  will  probably  rise  mod- 
erately in  1974,  possibly  by  as  much  as  5  percent 
over  a  year  earlier  to  an  estimated  870  million 
pounds. 

Slaughter  of  nonbroiler  chickens  is  essentially  a 
byproduct  of  egg  production.  Large  egg  production 
flocks  in  Europe  and  the  possibility  of  flock  reduc- 
tion in  response  to  somewhat  unsatisfactory  egg 
prices,  suggest  that  supplies  of  this  category  of  bird 
(soup  hens)  will  be  sustained  at  or  above  the  1973 
levels,  or  about  665  million  pounds. 

This  outlook  suggests  a  slight  net  decline  (  1 . 5  per- 
cent) in  total  EC  poultry  meat  production  for  1974, 
with  practically  all  of  the  decrease  accomplished 
after  mid-year.  Total  output  is  estimated  at  6.85  bill- 
ion pounds.

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WORLD  POULTRY  MEAT  PRODUCTION  CONTINUED  UPTREND  IN 
1973,  ONLY  MODERATE  INCREASES  EXPECTED  IN  1974 


Poultry  meat  production  continued  to  increase  in  1973. 
U.S.  production  declined  2  percent  but  was  more  than  off- 
set by  an  estimated  6  percent  increase  in  production  abroad. 
While  modest  compared  to  increases  in  preceding  years,  the 
1973  gain  occurred  in  spite  of  spiral ing  feed  prices  that 
greatly  increased  production  costs.  Although  poultry  meat 
prices  at  retail  were  higher  through  most  of  1973  than  the 
year  before,  they  remained  more  advantageous  to  consum- 
ers than  red  meat  prices.  As  a  result,  poultry  meat  consump- 
tion increased. 

Both  red  meat  and  poultry  meat  prices  started  to  fall  in 
late  1973.  With  continued  high  feed  prices  and  rising  costs 
of  other  production  inputs,  such  as  labor  and  fuel,  profit 
margins  have  shrunk.  Moreover,  it  is  likely  that  consumer 
demand  will  be  dampened  to  the  extent  that  inflation  further 
erodes  disposable  real  income.  Therefore,  increases  in 
world  poultry  production  during  1974  likely  will  be  more 
modest  than  in  recent  years. 

Broilers.  In  the  2 1  foreign  countries  for  which  data  are 
available,  1973  production  totaled  about  9.5  billion  pounds, 
up  6  percent  from  that  of  1972  and  58  percent  above  the 
1966-69  average.  Recent  increases  in  Japan,  Venezuela, 
and  Brazil  have  been  still  more  substantial.  Broilers  account 
for  most  of  total  poultry  meat  output  in  all  countries;  how- 
ever, the  relative  importance  of  broilers  in  individual  coun- 
tries varies,  from  nearly  60  percent  of  total  poultry  meat 
production  in  Italy  in  1973  to  over  85  percent  in  Japan, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Netherlands. 

Other  chicken  meat  (fowl).  Production  in  1973  in- 
creased by  about  6  percent,  reflecting  heavier  culling  of  lay- 
ing flocks  in  response  to  generally  unsatisfactory  egg 
prices.  A  byproduct  of  egg  production,  fowl  meat  output 
has  been  relatively  stable  in  recent  years,  reflecting  smaller 
consumption  increases  in  some  countries,  stagnant  demand 
in  others,  and  more  efficient  egg  output  per  hen. 

Fowl  meat  is  an  important  segment  of  total  poultry  meat 
production,  particularly  in  countries  such  as  West  Ger- 
many, Belgium,  Ireland,  and  Japan,  where  large  laying 


flocks  supplied  15-18  percent  of  total  poultry  meat  produc- 
tion in  1973.  This  controls  to.  less  tHanr  8  percent  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,"and  about  5.pgrcent  in  Denmark. 

Turkey  meat.  Turke^  meat  production  in  21  foreign 
countries  totaled  nearly  1  .J  billion  pounds  in  1973 — 15  per- 
cent above  the  previous  year's  Jevel  and  137  percent  above 
the  1966-69  average.  Alnfe^t  all  of  this  increase  occurred|in 
the  European  Community.  Italy,  although  it  ranks  well  be- 
hind the  United  States  in  turkey  production,  has  emerged  as 
the  world's  second  largest  turkey  producer.  Canada, 
France,  and  the  United  Kingdom  have  also  made  substan- 
tial gains. 

Per  capita  poultry  meat  consumption  continued  to  in- 
crease in  1973.  An  exception  was  the  United  States,  where 
consumption  decreased  by  4  percent  in  1973  to  slightly  over 
50  pounds  per  capita.  Also,  easing  of  restrictions  on  beef 
consumption  in  Argentina  discouraged  both  production  and 
consumption  of  poultry  meat.  In  Mexico,  where  supplies 
had  sharply  increased  in  1972,  consumption  subsided  to  a 
more  normal  level.  In  general,  poultry  meat  continued  to 
gain  more  prominence  as  a  major  food  item  in  diets 
throughout  the  world. 

North  and  South  America 

During  most  of  1973,  broiler  meat  output  in  the  United 
States  was  well  below  1972  levels.  However,  expanded 
output  late  in  the  year  raised  total  1973  production  to  only 
slightly  under  the  year-earlier  level.  Turkey  meat  produc- 
tion, including  that  not  processed  in  federally  inspected 
plants,  increased  slightly. 

During  the  first  6  months  of  1973,  broiler  meat  produc- 
tion was  about  5.5  percent  above  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
However,  profit  margins  narrowed  drastically  early  in  the 
year  and  production  plans  were  cut  back  substantially.  Total 
1974  broiler  production  will  likely  be  about  unchanged 
from  1973. 

Turkey  production  during  January-July  1974  was  around 
a  third  more  than  output  a  year  earlier.  Large  cold  storage 


stocks  of  turkey  meat,  together  with  declining  prices,  led  to 
reduced  hatchings  in  May,  June,  and  July,  indicating  that 
turkey  meat  production  will  decline  substantially  toward  the 
end  of  1974,  but  in  total  will  still  exceed  1973  output  by 
about  6  percent.  Total  U.S.  poultry  meat  output  in  1974  is 
expected  to  reach  10. 1  billion  pounds,  ready-to-cook  basis. 

Canadian  poultry  meat  production  increased  in  1973  by 
about  45  million  pounds.  Half  of  this  increase  was  ac- 
counted for  by  a  10  percent  increase  in  turkey  production. 
Broiler  production  increased  by  1 .5  percent.  Poultry  meat 
imports,  mainly  fresh  and  frozen  chicken  from  the  United 
States,  increased  by  19  percent  to  16.7  million  pounds.  Fol- 
lowing 2  years  as  a  net  exporter,  Canada  was  again  a  net 
importer  of  poultry  meat  in  both  1972  and  1973.  In  1973, 
Canadian  exports  consisted  of  fresh  and  frozen  chicken  to 
Hong  Kong  (over  1.3  million  pounds)  and  Cuba  (1.1  mil- 
lion pounds). 

Per  capita  consumption  in  Canada  increased  for  the 
fifth  year  in  a  row.  The  Canadian  Turkey  Marketing 
Agency,  established  on  December  31,  1973,  intended 
to  provide  stable  and  fair  prices.  Under  this  new  pro- 
gram, turkey  meat  imports  from  the  United  States  have 
been  limited  by  quotas  since  May  1974.  A  similar 
agency  was  set  up  for  eggs  in  mid- 1973  and  a  marketing 
agency  for  the  broiler  industry  is  under  consideration. 
During  1974,  broiler  production  is  expected  to  increase 
by  about  2  percent.  Large  stocks  of  turkey  meat  are  ex- 
pected to  depress  turkey  production  to  about  70  million 
pounds. 

The  Mexican  Government  and  domestic  poultry  in- 
dustry cooperated  in  1973  to  restrict  broiler  output,  in 
reaction  to  overproduction  in  1972.  As  a  result,  broiler 
production  declined  by  about  10  percent  and  producer 
prices  advanced  by  about  13  percent.  Turkey  meat  out- 
put, however,  increased  by  75  percent.  Although  pro- 
duction restraints  continue  in  1974,  poultry  meat  pro- 
duction is  expected  to  again  turn  upward,  exceeding 
500  million  pounds. 

Reflecting  official  encouragement  of  poultry  meat 
consumption  at  the  expense  of  beef,  broiler  production 
in  Peru  increased  by  almost  15  percent  in  1973.  An 
estimated  85  percent  of  the  mixed  feed  output  in  Peru  is 
consumed  by  poultry.  Import  licenses  are  issued  liber- 
ally for  the  import  of  breeding  stock  and  production 
needs.  Hatchery  capacity  is  expanding. 

In  early  1974  the  average  monthly  hatch  was  in  the 
range  of  7.7  million  chicks,  compared  to  a  monthly  av- 
erage of  6  million  during  1973.  Growing  interest  in 
commercial  turkey  production  is  evidenced  by  larger 
imports  of  poults  and  eggs.  Peruvian  officials  expected 
poultry  meat  production  to  surpass  beef  in  1974.  How- 
ever, high  world  grain  prices  and  plentiful  supplies  of 
beef  may  limit  output  to  about  the  1973  level. 

Brazil's  1973  broiler  production  is  estimated  at  ap- 
proximately 645  million  pounds — about  35  percent 
above  the  1972  level  and  reportedly  equal  to  about  25 
percent  of  national  beef  consumption.  Brazil  produces 


ample  supplies  of  corn  and  soybean  meal,  and  also  is 
nearly  self-sufficient  in  the  manufacture  of  poultry  pro- 
duction equipment.  Broiler  production  is  expanding  in 
the  less  prosperous  northeast,  as  well  as  in  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro-Sao  Paulo  area.  Small  pilot  exports,  priced 
below  the  domestic  market,  were  made  in  1973  to  Japan 
with  a  view  of  gaining  experience  in  overseas  poultry 
trade.  Total  poultry  meat  output  in  1974  will  likely  ex- 
ceed 725  million  pounds. 

Venezuelan  broiler  production  in  1973  was  up  al- 
most 12  percent,  and  the  domestic  poultry  industry  be- 
lieved the  local  market  could  have  absorbed  even  more. 
However,  with  the  imposition  of  Government  price 
controls  on  feed,  chick  placements  were  reportedly  re- 
duced and  rations  downgraded.  Assuming  effective  im- 
plementation of  the  Government's  announced  intention 
to  subsidize  production  and  feed  imports,  broiler  output 
could  continue  to  expand  5-10  percent  annually.  Exist- 
ing facilities  are  used  at  substantially  less  than  full 
capacity. 

Following  years  of  continual  expansion,  broiler  pro- 
duction in  Argentina  declined  in  1973  by  about  15  per- 
cent, a  decrease  related  to  lower  beef  prices  during  the 
last  half  of  the  year  and  the  easing  of  restrictions  on 
beef  consumption.  Also,  ceiling  prices  imposed  on 
poultry  diminished  production  incentives.  Although  the 
industry  has  reserve  capacity,  output  in  1974  is  not  ex- 
pected to  increase  over  the  1973  level  of  670  million 
pounds  because  of  larger  red  meat  supplies. 

European  Economic  Community 

West  Germany's  production  of  poultry  meat  ac- 
counts for  only  about  half  of  that  country's  consump- 
tion needs.  Broiler  production  was  up  by  6.5  percent 
and  turkey  meat  output  by  6  percent.  Poultry  meat  im- 
ports, about  85  percent  supplied  by  other  EC  members, 
declined  by  almost  3  percent  to  598  million  pounds.  In 
contrast.  West  Germany  poultry  meat  exports  increased 
by  300  percent,  to  51  million  pounds,  practically  all 
subsidized  sales  to  non-EC  markets.  The  Near  East 
was  the  major  destination  (20  million  pounds),  fol- 
lowed by  Eastern  Europe  (12  million  pounds). 

Exports  to  Austria,  Chile,  Hong  Kong,  and  Switzer- 
land also  increased.  Although  per  capita  poultry  meat 
consumption  increased  on  an  annual  basis,  it  declined 
noticeably  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  reversing  the 
trend  of  the  last  12  years.  This  drop  is  believed  to  be  a 
direct  reaction  to  higher  prices  as  well  as  demand  limi- 
tations resulting  from  inflation  and  economic  uncertain- 
ties. West  German  broiler  stocks  reached  an  estimated 
22  million  pounds  at  yearend  1973. 

Although  a  moderately  small  producer,  the 
Netherlands  is  the  largest  exporter  of  poultry  meat 
within  the  EC,  and  is  highly  dependent  on  the  export 
market,  which  absorbs  about  75  percent.  Because  pro- 
duction increased  in  other  countries — notably  in  its 
main  export  market.  West  Germany — and  Denmark 
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would  offer  new  and  strong  competition,  Dutch  produc- 
tion was  restrained  in  1973.  Broiler  production  in- 
creased by  about  4.5  percent  over  that  of  a  year  earlier, 
while  turkey  meat  production  declined  by  9  percent. 

Net  poultry  meat  exports  fell  by  6  percent  to  486  million 
pounds.  Shipments  to  West  Germany,  which  accounted  for 
about  84  percent  of  total  exports,  were  8  percent  below 
1972  exports.  Broiler  and  turkey  meat  exports  to  the  same 
market  were  down  7  and  20  percent,  respectively.  This  de- 
cline was  partially  offset  by  exports  to  Switzerland  as  well 
as  to  Asian  and  Near  East  markets.  Domestic  consumption 
increased  only  slightly. 

Stimulated  by  sharply  increased  producer  prices, 
Denmark's  1973  broiler  production  is  estimated  at  5.8  per- 
cent above  that  of  1972.  Domestic  consumption  increased 
almost  one-fourth  during  1973,  from  11.8  pounds  to  14.6 
pounds  per  capita,  due  largely  to  the  elimination  of  the 
"home  marketing  scheme."  This  scheme  maintained  high 
domestic  prices  to  raise  funds  to  pay  subsidies  for  poultry 
meat  exports.  Its  elimination  brought  Denmark  into  con- 
formity with  EC  policy  following  Danish  entry  into  the 
Community. 

Denmark's  total  1973  poultry  meat  exports  declined  by 
3.8  percent  to  1 1 1  million  pounds.  Exports  to  West  Ger- 
many expanded  markedly,  but  were  more  than  offset  by 
smaller  shipments  during  1973  to  other  EC  markets  as  well 
as  to  third  countries.  Among  the  latter,  only  shipments  to 
Greece  and  Singapore  registered  significant  increases. 

France,  the  second  largest  EC  poultry  meat  producer, 
increased  its  output  of  broilers  in  1973  by  12  percent  and 
turkey  meat  by  33  percent.  In  contrast  to  red  meats,  poultry 
meat  consumption  increased,  reaching  a  record  30  pounds 
per  capita — about  20  percent  of  total  meat  consumption. 
Poultry  meat  exports  in  1973  totaled  116  million  pounds, 
compared  with  93  million  a  year  earlier.  West  Germany 
was  the  main  export  market  in  1973,  purchasing  41  percent 
of  French  poultry  exports.  Other  markets  in  order  of  impor- 
tance were  Switzerland,  East  Germany,  and  the  Near  East. 

Italy,  the  largest  EC  poultry  meat  producer,  expanded 
broiler  production  by  about  2  percent  to  over  1 . 1  billion 
pounds,  and  turkey  meat  by  16  percent  to  335  million 
pounds.  Poultry  meat  imports  continued  to  exceed  exports 
and  domestic  supplied  expanded.  Italian  consumption  of 
poultry  meat  reached  almost  35  pounds  per  capita  in  1973. 
Consumption  of  turkey  meat  rose  to  about  6.2  pounds  per 
capita,  with  further  increases  expected.  There  is  strong  in- 
terest in  the  further  expansion  of  turkey  meat  production  in 
Italy  and  consumer  acceptance  of  turkey  is  growing.  Tradi- 
tional Italian  butcher  shops  appear  to  be  profitably  involved 
in  handling  turkey  meat. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  total  production  of  chicken 
meat  (both  broilers  and  fowl)  increased  again  in  1973  to 
almost  1.3  billion  pounds  (up  7  percent).  Turkey  meat  pro- 
duction was  up  by  about  9.5  percent  to  184  million  pounds. 
Poultry  meat  consumption  continued  to  rise  to  a  new  record 
level  of  more  than  26  pounds  per  capita,  accompanying  a 
downtrend  in  consumption  of  red  meat.  This  rise  also  is 


associated  with  innovative  merchandising  of  both  chickens 
and  turkey.  American-style  "carry-out"  shops  are  becom- 
ing important  and  growing  outlets  for  chicken.  Also,  con- 
sumption of  "further  processed"  turkey  meat,  much  of 
which  is  imported  from  the  United  States,  was  up  appreci- 
ably in  1973.  With  respect  to  total  poultry  meat,  the  United 
Kingdom  is  close  to  self-sufficiency,  importing  only  about 
2  percent. 

Ireland  increased  both  broiler  and  turkey  meat  output  in 

1973.  Poultry  meat  exports,  mostly  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
declined  significantly  from  7.9  million  pounds  in  1972  to 
6.6  million  pounds.  Broiler  exports  declined,  but  turkey 
meat  exports  increased.  Irish  poultry  meat  consumption  in- 
creased again  in  1973,  continuing  the  trend  of  previous 
years. 

Broiler  production  remained  practically  unchanged  in 
Belipum-Luxembourg,  compared  with  that  of  1972,  but 
was  well  below  the  level  of  the  2  preceding  years.  Fowl 
production  was  down  for  the  second  year  and  turkey  meat 
production  continued  to  increase.  There  was  little  change  in 
domestic  consumption. 

Poultry  meat  stocks  in  the  European  Community 
reached  abnormally  high  levels  by  the  end  of  1973.  Falling 
red  meat  prices  pushed  poultry  meat  prices  downward, 
while  feed  prices  remained  high.  The  resulting  cost  squeeze 
caused  producers  in  the  Netherlands,  West  Germany, 
Denmark,  Belgium,  and  France  to  agree  to  a  temporary 
cutback  in  broiler  production  during  the  second  half  of 

1974.  However,  it  is  uncertain  whether  or  not  this  agreed 
cutback  will  be  observed  by  the  poultry  industries  in 
Member  States. 

Indications  are  that  EC  broiler  production  may  be  about 
as  large  in  1974  as  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  poultry 
stocks  again  are  starting  to  accumulate.  A  special  export 
subsidy  of  nearly  8  cents  per  pound  on  whole  broilers  was  in 
effect  May  1-July  1 .  About  48  million  pounds  of  broilers 
were  exported  with  the  help  of  this  subsidy,  with  half  of  this 
quantity  going  to  the  USSR.  An  export  subsidy  of  nearly 
6.5  cents  per  pound  was  reintroduced  on  August  15  and  the 
EC  expects  this  to  aid  in  the  export  of  about  20,000-35,000 
metric  tons  of  broilers  between  now  and  the  end  of  October 
this  year. 

Also,  effective  August  1 ,  the  EC  established  new  proce- 
dures for  calculating  gate  prices,  as  well  as  supplemental 
and  basic  levies  for  turkey  meat.  These  changes  greatly  in- 
crease protection  of  the  EC  turkey  industry  from  foreign 
competition.  Total  EC  poultry  meat  production  in  1974 
now  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  previous 
year — nearly  7  billion  pounds. 

Other  Europe  and  Middle  East 

Broiler  production  in  Austria  increased  by  8  percent  in 
1973.  Fowl  production  was  up  by  18  percent,  reflecting  a 
reduction  in  the  laying  flock.  Turkey  production  is  expected 
to  decline  because  of  unfavorable  production  conditions  and 
stiff  competition  from  Hungary.  Total  poultry  meat  output 
in  1974  will  likely  be  about  100  million  pounds. 
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In  Switzerland,  1973  broiler  output  was  almost  6  percent 
above  that  of  1972  and  poultry  meat  imports  increased  by 
almost  10  percent,  permitting  a  growth  of  more  than  6  per- 
cent in  per  capita  consumption  of  poultry  meat.  Switzerland 
continued  to  rely  on  imports  for  about  60  percent  of  its  total 
poultry  meat  supplies.  Imports  of  U.S.  poultry  meat 
dropped  sharply  to  3.1  million  pounds  from  11.9  million 
pounds  in  1972,  because  of  elimination  of  the  U.S.  subsidy 
program  for  broiler  exports. 

Switzerland  will  continue  to  be  an  important  import  mar- 
ket for  poultry  meat  in  1974.  However,  subsidized  EC  ex- 
ports will  probably  further  reduce  the  U.S.  share  of  this 
market.  Total  Swiss  poultry  meat  output  in  1974  is  expected 
to  be  slightly  over  40  million  pounds. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  broiler  production  in 
Greece  declined,  in  response  to  overproduction  in  1972, 
low  ceiling  prices  combined  with  high  feed  costs  early  in 
the  year  and  later,  and  slackening  demand  related  to 
economic  uncertainties.  However,  poultry  meat  imports  in- 
creased to  11  million  pounds  compared  to  4.2  million  in 
1972,  so  that  total  supply  and  per  capita  consumption  were 
relatively  unchanged.  Greek  poultry  meat  production  in 
1974  may  stagnate  because  of  the  high  cost  of  imported 
feedgrains  and  plentiful  supplies  of  red  meat. 

Lebanon's  poultry  meat  production,  primarily  for 
domestic  consumption,  expanded  by  about  9  percent.  This 
increase  consisted  almost  entirely  of  fowl  meat.  Lebanon's 
egg  exports  to  other  Near  East  countries,  which  normally 
absorb  half  its  egg  output,  were  impaired  in  1973  and  heavy 
culling  resulted.  Some  recovery  is  expected  in  the  egg  ex- 
port market  in  1974  and  total  poultry  meat  output  will  likely 
reach  45  million  pounds. 

Yugoslavia  was  a  small  net  exporter  of  poultry  meat  until 
1972,  when  net  imports  totaled  about  2.9  million  pounds. 
Responding  to  shortages  of  other  meats,  net  poultry  meat 
imports  in  1973  increased  to  16.9  million  pounds  and  poul- 
try meat  production  increased  by  8  percent.  Per  capita  con- 
sumption was  up  to  an  estimated  17.2  pounds  per  capita. 


However,  with  plentiful  beef  supplies  and  increased  costs 
for  imported  grains,  poultry  production  could  decline  by  up 
to  5  percent  in  1974. 

Poultry  meat  production  in  Poland  was  up  14  per- 
cent in  1973.  Data  on  production  by  class  of  poultry  are 
lacking;  however,  a  substantial  portion  of  total  poultry 
meat  output  consisted  of  fowl,  as  indicated  by  the  large 
production  of  eggs.  Geese  production  was  also  impor- 
tant, particularly  for  export.  Total  exports,  mainly  to 
West  Germany  and  the  USSR,  reached  63  million 
pounds  in  1971  and  then  declined  to  44  million  pounds 
in  1973.  Output  this  year  is  expected  to  exceed  400 
million  pounds. 

Asia  and  Oceania 

Broiler  production  continued  to  expand  in  Japan 
during  1973,  while  fowl  meat  production  from  the  large 
laying  flock  declined,  leading  to  a  net  increase  of  11 
percent  in  total  poultry  meat  production.  Imports  de- 
clined in  1973  to  57  million  pounds  from  64  million 
pounds,  accounting  for  about  4  percent  of  total  con- 
sumption in  both  years.  The  United  States  remained  the 
major  supplier  of  poultry  meat,  accounting  for  35  per- 
cent of  total  imports  in  1973.  Consumption  increased 
by  6  percent  in  1973  to  about  14.4  pounds  per  capita. 
Poultry  output  will  probably  increase  in  Japan  in  1974. 
High  feed  costs  and  rising  inflation  will  likely  reduce 
real  disposable  income  and  consumption. 

Australian  broiler  production  continued  its  upward 
trend  reflecting  the  growth  of  "fast  food"  outlets;  out- 
put was  up  5  percent  in  1973.  In  contrast,  fowl  produc- 
tion declined  by  14  percent.  Turkey  production  con- 
tinued to  grow.  Total  poultry  meat  output  reached  374 
million  pounds,  up  3  percent  from  the  1972  level. 
Further  increases  in  poultry  meat  production  are  ex- 
pected in  1974  and  output  may  reach  390  million 
pounds. 
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U.S.  exports  of  poultry  products  in  1973  were  valued 
at  $113.8  million,  an  increase  of  33  percent  over  the 

1972  value.  Much  of  this  increase  came  from  increases  in 
unit  values,  although  volume  in  most  major  categories 
also  increased.  Poultry  meat  accounted  for  62  percent  of 
the  total  value  in  1973;  eggs  and  egg  products  for  18  per- 
cent; and  live  poultry,  including  baby  chicks,  for  20  per- 
cent. 

U.S.  sales  to  the  European  Community  (EC)  in  1973 
increased  56  percent  in  value  to  $26.9  million.  Of  this 
total,  poultry  meat  (largely  turkey  and  turkey  parts)  ac- 
counted for  $21.7  million,  eggs  and  egg  products  for 
$3.5  million,  and  live  poultry  for  $1.6  million.  The 
largest  single  EC  market  was  West  Germany.  Sales  in 

1973  to  the  United  Kingdom  totaled  $4.2  million,  largely 
poultry  meat,  but  included  substantial  quantities  of  dried 
eggs. 

Total  poultry  and  egg  sales  to  Japan  and  Hong  Kong, 
major  U.S.  markets  in  the  Far  East,  were  valued  at  $14.6 
million  and  $7.4  million,  respectively,  in  1973.  Ship- 
ments to  Japan  included  $10  million  of  poultry  meat, 
mainly  chicken  parts,  as  well  as  substantial  quantities  of 
baby  chicks  and  egg  products.  Exports  to  Hong  Kong 
were  almost  exclusively  poultry  meat. 

The  Caribbean  area  continued  to  expand  as  a  major 
market  for  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products.  In  1973, 
U.S.  sales  reached  $18.9  million,  up  27  percent  from 
those  of  a  year  earlier.  Over  two-thirds  of  the  1973  value 
was  in  poultry  meat,  with  the  balance  being  mostly 
hatching  eggs  and  baby  chicks.  Major  Caribbean  markets 
in  1973  were  Jamaica,  $5.8  million;  Netherlands  Antil- 
les, $3.2  million;  Leeward  and  Windward  Islands,  $2.7 
million;  Bermuda,  $2  million;  Barbados,  $1.4  million; 
and  Bahamas,  $1.3  million. 

Exports,  consisting  mainly  of  broiler  meat,  to  Leba- 
non and  the  Persian  Gulf  area,  increased  by  81  percent  in 
value  to  $1.5  million.  Total  exports  to  Singapore  were 
$895,000,  up  70  percent. 


Poifltry"  Meq[t; 


Total  exports  of  poultry  meat  reached  168  million 
pounds  in  1973 — up  aboiit  8  percent  in  quantity  and  46 
percent  in  value,  compar^^with  1972  levels.  Most  qf  the 
gain  was  attributable  to  larger  shipments  of  turkey 
meat — up  by  13  million  pounds — in  contrast  to  a  slight 
decline  in  the  volume  of  chicken  meat.  The  value  of  tur- 
key meat  exports  increased  by  65  percent.  However, 
chicken  meat  remained  the  most  important  export  cate- 
gory in  1973,  totaling  96.1  million  pounds  and  $35.2 
million,  a  39  percent  increase  in  value.  Chicken  parts 
comprised  82  percent  of  the  volume  of  chicken  meat  ex- 
ported in  1973.  Whole  broilers  accounted  for  almost  16 
percent. 

Despite  a  5  percent  decline  from  its  1972  import  level, 
the  Caribbean  (including  Bermuda)  remained  the  most 
important  destination  for  chicken  meat  exports,  account- 
ing for  a  total  of  35.4  million  pounds  in  1973.  About  89 
percent  of  this  quantity  consisted  of  parts. 

Total  chicken  meat  exports  to  Japan,  the  second 
largest  market  for  chicken  meat,  increased  by  over  25 
percent  to  21.1  million  pounds,  mostly  parts.  Shipments 
to  Hong  Kong,  also  consisting  mainly  of  parts  (largely 
wings),  decreased  by  10  percent  to  15.7  million  pounds 
in  1973. 

Mexico,  Austria,  and  Japan  were  the  main  destina- 
tions for  whole  broilers  in  1973.  Whole  broiler  shipments 
to  Switzerland  fell  from  7.9  million  pounds  in  1972  to 
1.1  million  in  1973,  when  the  U.S.  export  subsidy  pro- 
gram was  discontinued. 

West  Germany's  imports  of  U.S.  turkey  meat  in  1973 
increased  by  57  percent  to  25  million  pounds,  accounting 
for  about  half  of  total  U.S.  turkey  meat  exports.  Italy, 
the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom  also  imported 
substantial  amounts  of  U.S.  turkey  meat,  bringing  total 
EC  imports  to  32.8  million  pounds,  up  45  percent  from 
those  of  1972.  As  a  market  for  U.S.  turkey,  Canada 


ranked  second  to  the  EC,  importing  6.1  million  pounds 
in  1973,  and  was  followed  by  Switzerland. 

U.S.  exports  of  fresh  or  frozen  poultry  meat,  not  else- 
where classified  (n.e.c),  totaled  7  million  pounds  in 
1973  and  went  principallh  to  West  Germany,  Hong 
Kong,  Canada,  and  the  Netherlands  Antilles.  West  Ger- 
many, with  3.5  million  pounds,  was  by  far  the  most  im- 
portant market  for  poultry  liver. 

Exports  of  poultry  specialty  items  totaled  7.7  million 
pounds  ($3  million)  in  1973 — up  55  percent  in  volume 
and  58  percent  in  value  over  1972  levels.  Exports  went 
principally  to  Canada — 4.2  million  pounds;  United 
Kingdom — 1.8  million;  Venezuela — 739,000  pounds; 
and  the  Caribbean  countries — 422,000. 

Canned  poultry  meat  exports  in  1973  totaled  2.8  mil- 
lion pounds  ($1.4  million),  down  58  percent  in  volume 
and  37  percent  in  value  from  1972  levels.  Shipments 
went  principally  to  Canada — 1.3  million  pounds,  West 
Germany — 345,000  pounds,  and  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands — 191,000  pounds. 

Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  were  valued  at  $21 
million — 24  percent  above  the  1972  export  value  of  $17 
million.  Shell  egg  exports  totaled  14.8  million  dozen, 
about  the  same  as  those  of  the  previous  year.  Shipments 
to  Canada  dropped  from  1 .8  million  dozen  in  1972  to  1 .2 
million  in  1973,  but  larger  quantities  of  shell  eggs  went 
to  Bermuda,  Leeward  and  Windward  Islands,  and  Japan. 

Exports  of  hatching  eggs  totaled  12  million  dozen, 
slightly  above  the  1972  volume.  Canada,  the  Dominican 
Republic,  and  Jamaica  were  the  principal  destinations  in 
North  America.  Exports  to  South  America  (mainly 
Guyana,  Surinam,  Argentina,  and  Ecuador),  totaled 
829,000  dozen.  Most  of  the  balance  of  1973  exports  went 
to  EC  countries. 

Exports  of  dried  eggs  decreased  slightly  to  2.5  million 
pounds,  down  from  2.7  million  in  1972.  Exports  to  prin- 
cipal 1973  destinations,  with  comparable  1972  volume  in 
parentheses  were  as  follows  (in  1,000  pounds);  EC, 
1 ,055  (1 ,370);  Switzerland,  452  (447);  Japan,  302  (353); 
Greece,  201  (41);  and  Australia,  119  (200). 


Exports  of  frozen  and  otherwise  preserved  eggs  totaled 
2.2  million  pounds,  up  sharply  from  the  1.5  million  ex- 
ported in  1972.  Japan  was  the  principal  destination,  ac- 
counting for  nearly  all  of  the  trade. 

Live  Poultry 

Exports  of  baby  chicks  in  1973  numbered  30.2  mil- 
lion, valued  at  $19.3  million.  This  was  lightly  higher  (1 
percent)  than  the  number  exported  in  1972.  The  value  of 
exports,  however,  was  5  percent  above  that  of  1972. 
Canada,  the  Bahamas,  Surinam,  Nicaragua,  and  Hon- 
duras accounted  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  total  trade. 
Shipments  to  South  America,  at  3.5  million,  were  about 
the  same  as  those  of  1972.  Exports  to  European  destina- 
tions (1.9  million)  and  Japan  (1.8  million)  were  below 
1972  levels. 

Turkey  poult  exports  increased  to  1 .4  million  head,  up 
39  percent  over  1 972 ,  largely  because  of  larger  purchases 
by  Canada  and  Mexico.  ' 

Imports 

U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  totaled 
$11.8  million  in  1973,  almost  three  times  the  value  of 
1972  imports.  Most  of  the  increase  was  due  to  substantial 
imports  of  shell  eggs  and  live  poultry  from  Canada.  Im- 
ports of  shell  eggs  totaled  13.8  million  dozen,  compared 
with  1 .8  million  in  1972. 

Poultry  meat  imports,  largely  from  Canada,  totaled 
only  250,000  pounds,  slightly  more  than  those  of  1972. 
Imports  of  baby  chicks  from  Canada  totaled  about  3  mil- 
lion in  1973,  compared  with  3.3  million  in  1972. 

Outlook 

The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  poultry  and  poultry  prod- 
ucts during  the  first  7  months  of  1974  was  $80.8  million, 
47  percent  above  the  January-July  1973  total.  Exports  of 
all  meat  categories  were  on  the  plus  side,  with  young 
whole  chickens  taking  the  lead,  up  163  percent  over 
those  for  the  same  period  in  1973.  However,  with  the 
imposition  since  about  midyear  of  higher  EC  import 
charges  for  broilers,  turkey,  and  other  poultry  products, 
poultry  exports  to  that  major  market  are  likely  to  be  sig- 
nificantly lower  in  the  second  half  of  1974.

Summary 

Exports  of  poultry  products  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1974,  totaled  $136.2  million,  about  47  percent 
above  those  of  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Of  the  $43.5 
million  year-to-year  increase,  $20.7  million  was  at- 
tributable to  the  increased  value  of  broiler  (young 
chickens)  exports  and  $11.7  million  to  turkey  meat. 

The  quantities  of  broilers  and  turkey  meat  exported 
increased  21-23  percent,  respectively,  over  fiscal  1973 
levels.  Broilers  (including  parts)  remained  the  single 
most  important  export  category,  accounting  for  over  a 
third  of  the  total  value  of  poultry  exports.  The  average 
price  per  pound  of  chicken  meat  exported  was  46  per- 
cent above  the  fiscal  1973  average  and  the  average 
price  of  turkey  meat  was  up  34  percent.  The  average 
unit  prices  of  most  other  export  items  were  also  higher. 

The  European  Community  (EC)  was  the  most  impor- 
tant outlet  for  U.S.  poultry  exports  in  fiscal  1974,  ac- 
counting for  $30  million  or  22  percent  of  the  total 
value.  Of  this  amount,  $19.9  million  consisted  of  tur- 
key meat  imports,  destined  mainly  for  West  Germany. 
Canada  accounted  for  $25.4  million,  almost  19  percent 
of  the  total  value,  mostly  poultry  meat  but  including 
substantial  amounts  of  eggs  and  live  poultry.  Ship- 
ments to  the  Caribbean  (including  Bermuda),  a  large 
market  for  broilers,  totaled  $22.2  million,  or  more  than 
16  percent  of  the  total  value.  Imports  by  Japan  and 
Hong  Kong  were  $17.2  million  and  $10.9  million,  re- 
spectively. Significant  quantities  were  also  shipped  to 
Switzerland,  Singapore,  and  the  Persian  Gulf  area. 

All  major  markets  except  Switzerland  increased  the 
value  of  their  purchases  from  the  United  States  in  fiscal 
1974,  compared  with  those  of  a  year  earlier.  Exports  to 
the  EC  rose  $9.3  million  in  value,  or  44  percent.  Ship- 
ments to  Canada  increased  by  $8  million,  or  46  percent. 
Sales  to  Hong  Kong  and  Singapore  were  up  1 1 1  percent 
and  208  percent,  respectively,  with  the  increases  total- 
ing $1 .4  million. 


Poultry  Meat 

Broilers  exports  in  fiscal  1974  increased  21  percent 
over  those  of  a  year  eatrlier  to  llOnmillion  pounds,  of 
which  18  percent  consisted  of  whole  broilers  and  82 
percent  chicken  parts. ^Chile  purchased  5.1  million 
pounds  of  whole  broilers  in  fiscal  1974,  the  first  such 
purchase  on  a  substantial  scale.  Mexico,  Canada,  and 
Greece  also  imported  significant  quantities  of  whole 
broilers.  The  Caribbean  area  remained  the  single  most 
important  market  for  chicken  parts,  although  its  total 
purchases  declined  6  percent  from  the  fiscal  1973  level 
to  32.7  million  pounds.  Exports  of  chicken  meat  to 
Japan  and  Hong  Kong  in  fiscal  1974  totaled  23.4  mil- 
lion pounds  and  20.8  million  pounds,  respectively. 

Total  turkey  meat  exports  in  fiscal  1974  increased  23 
percent,  with  parts  accounting  for  73  percent  of  the 
total  volume.  Canada  was  the  most  important  market 
for  whole  turkeys,  followed  by  the  EC.  In  contrast,  the 
EC  was  the  dominant  market  for  turkey  parts,  account- 
ing for  29.6  million  pounds  or  76  percent  of  total  U.S. 
exports  of  turkey  parts  in  fiscal  1974.  Shipments  to 
Switzerland  increased  by  28  percent  to  1 1  million 
pounds. 


Other  Poultry  Products 

Shipments  of  shell  eggs  increased  by  42  percent  to 
5. 1  million  dozen,  mainly  because  of  greater  exports  to 
Canada.  As  a  result  of  minor  declines  to  many  destina- 
tions, exports  of  hatching  eggs  in  fiscal  1974  fell  by  6 
percent  to  11.6  million  dozen.  Exports  of  dried  egg 
doubled,  totaling  4.2  million  pounds  valued  at  $6.5 
million. 

Exports  of  baby  chicks  in  fiscal  1974  were  practi- 
cally unchanged,  with  a  6  percent  decline  in  chicks  for 
breeding  being  offset  by  a  3  percent  increase  in  chicks 
for  commercial  production.  Exports  of  turkey  poults 
increased  by  20  percent  to  1.4  million  head. 


Imports 

The  value  of  all  poultry  products  imported  in  fiscal 
1974  increased  by  $4.1  million  to  $11.7  million.  Ship- 
ments from  Canada  accounted  for  practically  all  of  the 
increase  amounting  to  $10.4  million,  almost  89  percent 
of  the  total  fiscal  1974  U.S.  import  value.  Shell  eggs 
and  live  poultry  imports  from  Canada  totaled  $4.8  mil- 
lion and  $3.8  million,  respectively.  The  most  important 
non-Canadian  import  item  was  goose  liver  products 
from  France,  valued  at  $567,000. 


Outlook 

The  uptrend  in  U.S.  broiler  meat  exports  is  likely  to 
continue,  based  on  present  indications.  In  contrast,  re- 
cent actions  by  the  EC  to  greatly  increase  import 
charges  on  turkey  meat  will  likely  reduce  U.S.  exports 
to  that  important  market  in  fiscal  1975.  Also,  the  pat- 
tern of  trade  with  Canada  may  change  as  a  result  of 
quota  restrictions  imposed  by  Canada  on  imports  of 
eggs  and  turkeys.

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World  Egg  and  Poultry  Situation: 
Output  Held  Back  by  Price-Cost  Squeeze 

Summary 

Most  of  1974  has  been  a  difficult  period  for  Northern 
Hemisphere  poultrymen,  with  respect  to  both  eggs  and 
poultry  meat.  Weak  farm  and  wholesale  prices  for  poul- 
try products  and  soaring  prices  for  feedstuffs  and  other 
production  items  resulted  in  severe  financial  losses  and, 
as  the  year  wore  on,  some  degree  of  production  cutback. 
The  poultry  industries  in  Southern  Hemisphere  countries 
are  somewhat  isolated  from  world  trade  influences  and 
therefore  do  not  necessarily  fall  into  this  generalization 
covering  the  rest  of  the  world. 

Egg  production  in  1974  is  estimated  to  be  about  1  per- 
cent above  that  of  1973,  when  33  major  producing  coun- 
tries produced  a  total  of  about  24  billion  dozen  eggs  for 
domestic  consumption,  plus  hatching  and  trade  needs. 
Output  in  1975  is  likely  to  be  about  3  percent  below 
I974's,  at  an  estimated  23.7  billion  dozen. 

Poultry  meat  production  for  1974  is  expected  to  be 
slightly  above  the  1973  level,  but  1974's  early  season 
increases  were  partly  offset  by  widespread  production 
declines  occurring  at  and  after  midyear. 

Total  poultry  meat  output  in  33  major  countries  in 
1974  is  estimated  at  29.8  billion  pounds  (up  about  1  per- 
cent). 

In  the  European  Community  (EC)  the  late-season  de- 
clines are  the  result  of  an  agreement  by  concerned  broiler 
groups  to  cut  back  production.  The  late- 1974  decline  in 
broilers  will  prospectively  average  10  percent  or  more  in 
the  EC  countries,  and  a  similar  drop  is  occurring  in  the 
United  States.  These  declines  will  likely  continue  into 
early  1975,  but  will  hopefully  level  off  later  in  that  year 
if  1975  crop  prospects  develop  favorably  with  indication 
of  corresponding  effects  on  feed  prices.  World  output  of 
poultry  meat  in  1975  is  estimated  at  about  27.7  billion 
pounds — some  7  percent  below  the  1974  level. 


Eggs 

In  33  countries'  for  which  data  are  available,  1974 
egg  production  will  be  up  an  estimated  1  percent  from 
last  year — totaling  about  24.4  billion  dozen.  Prospective 
1975  output  at  23.7  billion  dozen  is  estimated  to  be  down 
about  3  percent  in  anticipation  of  a  continued  cost-price 
squeeze  upon  producers. 

To  a  considerable  degree,  prices  and  price  relation- 
ships in  the  United  States  in  1974  have  been  an  index  of 
market  conditions  affecting  egg  producers  in  many  other 
countries  as  well.  While  egg  prices  were  declining  in  late 
spring,  high  feed  prices  sharply  reduced — and  at  some 
times  practically  eliminated — net  returns  from  egg  pro- 
duction. The  situation  became  especially  acute  in  Au- 
gust, when  adverse  feed  crop  indications  were  first  re- 
flected in  future  prices  for  corn  and  soybean  meal.  Al- 
though U.S.  egg  prices  rose  in  the  summer,  they  were  not 
sufficiently  high  to  compensate  for  the  sharp  rise  in 
mixed  feed  prices.  Egg  production  costs  in  most  coun- 
tries outside  the  United  States  have  not  risen  by  the  same 
percentage  as  in  the  United  States  because  in  some  in- 
stances those  costs  in  the  earlier  base  period  were  sus- 
tained by  Minimum  Import  Prices  for  grains. 

In  response  to  such  price  relationships,  early  summer 
placements  of  chicks  for  replenishing  laying  flocks  were 
generally  below  those  of  the  year  before  in  countries  for 
which  data  is  available.  However,  the  International  Egg 
Commission  reports  some  increase  in  subsequent  place- 
ments. In  the  United  States,  where  continual  data  are 
available,  cummulative  1974  placements  through  Oc-

tober  were  90  percent  of  those  in  corresponding  1973 
period.  Coupled  with  somewhat  depleted  current  domes- 
tic laying  flocks  worldwide — culled  because  of  adverse 
feed/price  relationships — the  1975  world  outlook 
suggests  a  reduction  in  egg  production  from  1974. 
Worldwide,  the  cut  may  be  in  the  order  of  about  3  per- 
cent. 

North  America:  Despite  announcement  of  a  quota 
system  intended  to  restrict  egg  production  in  commercial 
flocks,  1974  egg  production  in  Canada  is  above  1973's, 
with  a  3  or  4  percent  increase  likely  for  calendar  1974. 
The  August  laying  flock  was  98  percent  of  that  of  year 
ago,  and  early-October  egg  deliveries  to  packing  stations 
averaged  about  the  same  as  for  the  corresponding  1973 
period.  Egg-type  chick  hatchings  from  January  through 
mid- October  were  10  percent  below  1973's.  Canadian 
egg  prices  have  been  supported  by  the  Canadian  Egg 
Marketing  Agency  (CEMA),  which  has  been  diverting 
surplus  eggs  from  usual  commercial  channels  since  the 
spring  of  1974. 

CEMA  actions  include  diversion  of  eggs  to  breakers  in 
both  Canada  and  the  United  States  at  prices  which  in- 
clude varying  degrees  of  subsidy  and  the  storage  of  eggs 
for  the  account  of  the  Agency.  Also,  to  support  CEMA 
programs,  the  Canadian  Government  is  buying  eggs  for 
the  World  Food  Program,  and  restricting  egg  imports 
whenever  CEMA  price  objectives  are  not  attained. 
CEMA  imposes  a  producer  levy— recently  as  high  as  9 
cents  (Canadian)  for  eggs  produced  commercially  in 
Ontario — but  this  has  not  been  sufficient  to  cover  prog- 
ram costs. 

Although  numbers  of  layers  in  U.S.  flocks  have  been 
below  1973  levels  throughout  1974,  total  egg  production 
in  the  United  States  has  reflected  rising  rates  of  lay  per 
bird,  and  the  production  has  been  surprisingly  close  to 
last  year's  in  the  10  months  ending  October  1974,  it  was 
98  percent  of  the  1973  level.  However,  as  a  result  of  the 
unsatisfactory  profit  situation,  monthly  hatchings  of  re- 
placement chicks  have  been  below  1973  levels  since  the 
beginning  of  this  year.  The  reductions  estimated  for  Sep- 
tember and  October  one  26  percent  and  27  percent,  re- 
spectively. Such  cuts  will  significantly  affect  layer  flock 
size  in  early  1975,  and  production  then  will  be  down 
more  sharply  than  at  present. 

Additional  U.S.  Government  help  to  egg 
producers — beyond  usual  ongoing  programs  of  market 
development,  fair  competition,  and  market 
information — has  been  indirect,  through  inclusion  of 
canned  poultry  meat  among  the  items  bought  by  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  for  distribution  under  Federal 
nutrition  programs. 

Mexico,  the  second  largest  egg  producer  in  North 
America,  probably  registered  a  small  increase  over  the 
year  before  in  its  1974  egg  production. 

South  America:  Each  of  the  four  major  South  Ameri- 
can egg  producing  countries  covered  in  this  report  in- 
creased its  egg  production,  by  an  average  of  about  4  per- 


cent for  the  group.  The  increase  in  Argentina  to  33  mil- 
lion dozen  (13  percent)  was  larger  than  the  combined  in- 
creases of  Brazil,  Peru,  and  Venezuela. 

European  Community:  Egg  production  in  the  EC-9 
for  1974  is  expected  to  increase  only  slightly — less  than 
1  percent — over  1973's.  Total  output  should  reach  nearly 
5.4  billion  dozen.  In  turn,  1973  production  was  about  the 
same  as  that  in  1972  but  2  percent  above  197rs.  Most  of 
the  EC  output  is  utilized  within  the  Community.  The 
Netherlands  and  Belgium/Luxembourg,  for  example, 
export  approximately  one-third  of  their  output  to  other 
Member  States,  and  West  German  egg  imports  amount  to 
about  one-sixth  of  domestic  production.  These  relative 
trade  positions  will  likely  continue  in  1975.  Egg  output 
in  the  EC-9  is  estimated  to  decline  by  between  4  to  5 
percent  in  1975. 

Egg  production  in  West  Germany  in  1974  is  expected 
to  decline  by  about  3  percent.  However,  this  decrease 
does  not  fully  offset  increases  in  France,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  and  Belgium. 

Other  West  European  countries  are  showing  no  im- 
portant changes  in  1974  egg  production  as  compared  with 
1973.  The  seven  countries  covered  in  this  report  are  ex- 
pected to  produce  about  1.3  billion  dozen  eggs  in 
1974 — about  one-fourth  of  total  EC  output. 

Estimates  of  egg  production  in  Eastern  Europe  and 
USSR  are  on  a  trend  basis  since  1972.  On  this  basis, 
1974  output  for  the  group  is  expected  to  be  up  about  4 
percent  over  1973.  Based  on  1972,  the  most  recent  avail- 
able data,  egg  output  in  these  countries  about  equals  the 
combined  outputs  of  EC  and  other  West  European  coun- 
tries. 

Japanese  egg  production  in  1974  remained  about  un- 
changed from  that  of  a  year  earlier,  at  about  2.5  billion 
dozen.  However,  egg  producers  will  likely  cut  1975  out- 
put by  about  5  percent,  largely  because  of  low  prices. 
Japanese  egg  production  remains  in  traditional,  or  rela- 
tively small-scale  units,  (as  contrasted  with  broiler  out- 
put) and  thus  is  very  price  responsive. 

Australian  egg  production  has  shown  a  steady  rise  in 
the  past  few  years,  from  230  million  dozen  in  1971  to 
about  280  million  expected  in  1974.  A  small  increase  is 
expected  in  1975. 

Poultry  Meat 

In  roughly  30  years  since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the 
broiler  has  become  the  principal  source  of  poultry  meat 
for  most  of  the  industrialized  world,  supplanting  the  hen 
whose  meat  is  a  byproduct  of  egg  production.  In  de- 
veloped countries,  hens  now  typically  provide  only  about 
one-tenth  of  the  total  poultry  meat  consumption.  Turkeys 
are  increasing  in  importance  and  are  estimated  to  account 
for  nearly  13  percent  of  total  1974  poultry  meat  supply  in 
the  countries  reported. 

Poultry  meat  production  in  33  countries  is  expected  to 
increase  slightly  (less  than  1  percent)  in  1974,  totaling  an 
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estimated  29.8  billion  pounds. '  Broiler  output,  however, 
is  up  about  IV2  percent  from  1973's  output  of  nearly  19 
billion  pounds.  In  the  United  States  and  the  EC 
— which  together  produce  about  two-thirds  of  the 
world's  broilers- — early-year  broiler  production  increases 
were  followed  by  late-season  cutbacks,  reflecting  pro- 
ducer dissatisfaction  with  prices  and  net  returns.  Turkey 
markets  in  mid- 1974  were  also  unfavorable,  and  cuts  in 
poult  placements  in  the  major  producing  countries  oc- 
cured  in  mid  and  late  summer. 

North  America:  Although  early-October  placements 
of  broiler  chicks  in  Canada  were  10  percent  below  those 
of  a  year  earlier,  cummulative  1974  placements  to  that 
time  exceeded  1973's  by  3  percent.  Broiler  production 
for  1974  is  accordingly  likely  to  total  about  734  million 
pounds — 3  percent  above  last  year's.  Canadian  turkey 
production  based  on  slaughter  to  date,  plus  recent  place- 
ments of  poults,  will  probably  be  about  7  percent  above 
that  of  1973. 

Returns  to  turkey  producers  are  protected  by  the 
Canadian  Turkey  Marketing  Agency  (CTMA),  a  na- 
tional organization  coordinating  programs  of  provincial 
turkey  marketing  boards.  To  date,  the  price-supporting 
efforts  of  CTMA  have  been  principally  limited  to  re- 
stricting imports.  If  the  price  objectives  of  CTMA  are 
attained — for  example  about  40  cents  (Canadian)  per 
pound  live  for  medium  weight  turkeys  in  Toronto — it  is 
expected  production  ^ill  increase  in  1975  unless  re- 
straints are  applied. 

Canadian  broiler  prices  are  also  high  in  comparison 
with  prices  in  the  United  States.  Provincial  Marketing 
Boards  made  production  allotments  in  some  provinces, 
and  the  Canadian  Government  is  currently  considering 
establishing  a  national  broiler  marketing  agency. 

In  the  United  States,  January-July  broiler  slaughter 
was  about  6  percent  above  that  in  the  same  period  of 

1973.  Subsequent  output  through  September  was  only  2 
percent  above  the  1973  level,  and  chick  placements  re- 
lated to  slaughter  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  are  down 
about  10  percent.  Early  in  1975  the  decline  could  be  even 
sharper. 

The  U.S.  turkey  industry  has  performed  similarly  in 

1974.  After  mid-season  hatchings  about  one-third  larger 
then  the  year  before,  hatchings  in  June  and  thereafter 
were  cut  substantially  below  those  of  the  year  before.  In 
September,  hatchings  were  22  percent  below  1973's. 
This  indicates  that  the  sharp  drop  expected  in  1975  tur- 
key production  has  already  begun,  since  all  hatchings 
after  September  contribute  to  the  slaughter  of  the  follow- 
ing year.'  Cold-store  stocks  of  turkeys  on  October  1, 
1974,  meanwhile,  were  526  million  pounds,  50  percent 
above  those  of  the  previous  year  and  about  25  percent  of

recent  annual  production.  The  United  States  produces 
about  two-thirds  of  the  world  turkey  output  covered  by 
this  report. 

Since  about  mid- 1974,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture has  been  buying  cut-up  broilers  and  frozen  tur- 
key and/or  products  for  domestic  programs.  Through 
November  8,  1974,  these  USDA  purchases  have 
supplemented  normal  marketing  programs  paralleling 
those  mentioned  in  the  Egg  section. 

After  a  decline  in  1973,  poultry  meat  production  in 
Mexico  for  1974  is  expected  to  recover  to  1972  levels — 
an  estimated  535  million  pounds.  The  decline,  and  sub- 
sequent recovery,  was  almost  entirely  in  broilers. 

South  America:  After  rapid  expansion  in  the  late 
1960's  and  early  1970's  the  broiler  industry  of  Argen- 
tina has  retrenched,  output  in  Venezuela  has  been  very 
stable,  but  Brazil  has  almost  trebled  its  output  in  the  past 
5  or  6  years.  In  1973  Brazil  became  the  largest  producer 
of  poultry  meat — largely  broilers — in  South  America. 
Brazilian  output  in  1974  is  estimated  to  reach  765  million 
pounds  of  poultry  meat. 

European  Community:  The  combination  of  rising 
production  costs,  sluggish  domestic  demand  for  poultry 
meat,  and  accumulation  of  stocks,  adversely  affected  EC 
poultry  producers  the  first  half  of  1974.  At  mid-year, 
producer  representatives  from  the  various  countries  met 
and  agreed  to  production  cutbacks,  generally  aimed  at  5 
to  10  percent  of  annual  output,  to  be  effective  in  the  last  6 
months  of  the  year.  Added  to  the  glut  of  poultry  on  EC 
markets  was  the  sizable  beef  surplus,  which  eventually 
exceeded  200,000  metric  tons.  While  the  cuts  in  EC 
broiler  output  were  not  fully  achieved  in  all  participating 
countries,  the  pressure  of  supply  was  somewhat  abated 
through  the  use  of  export  subsidies  that  ranged  from 
about  6  to  8  cents  per  pound,  as  well  as  by  good  demand 
from  the  oil-producing  countries  of  the  mid- East.  The  EC 
subsidy  action  created  problems  for  U.S.  poultry  pro- 
ducers seeking  export  business.  The  current  price  rela- 
tionship in  the  EC  poultry  meat  industry  reflect  reduced 
consumption  and  are  still  not  favorable  because  of  higher 
costs  of  production. 

Mid- 1974  chick  placement  levels  in  representative  EC 
countries  were  5  to  15  percent  below  those  of  1973. 
Trends  in  turkey  poult  placements,  however,  were  mixed 
among  EC  producers  at  midyear.  June  placements  were 
down  by  one  sixth  in  France  (second- largest  producer) 
and  in  West  Germany  as  well,  but  were  up  by  50  percent 
in  Italy  (largest  producer)  and  almost  50  percent  in  the 
Netherlands.  For  these  4  countries,  January-June  poult 
placements  in  1974  were  1 15  percent  of  comparable  1 973 
data.  Obviously,  the  1974  EC  production  increase  for 
turkeys,  as  for  broilers,  is  concentrated  relatively  early 
in  the  year. 


'October  1  turkey  eggs  in  incubators  were  102  percent  of 
year  earlier  level,  but  this  increase  is  not  expected  to  be 
indicative  of  activity  in  subsequent  months. 
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The  factors  which  reduced  year-end  poultry  produc- 
tion in  the  EC  are  not  likely  to  be  relieved  until  1975  is 
well  along.  These  factors  include  high  feed  prices,  a  re- 
ported drop  in  real  income,  and  an  acute  beef  over- 
supply,  which  evidently  is  impairing  the  demand  for 
poultry  meat.  Therefore,  1975  poultry  meat  output  in  the 
EC  is  expected  to  be  down  significantly  perhaps  by  as 
much  as  10  percent.  Broilers  and  turkeys  will  share  in 
this  decrease. 

Other  Europe,  and  Middle  East:  Data  are  available 
only  for  Austria,  Greece,  Spain,  Switzerland,  and  Leba- 
non among  the  market-economy  countries.  In  1974, 
combined  poultry  meat  output  in  these  countries  rose 
only  slightly  from  the  1973  level  of  nearly  1.9  billion 
pounds.  In  the  centrally  planned  countries  of  Eastern 
Europe,  1974  poultry  meat  production  is  expected  to  be 
about  unchanged  from  1973.  Output  in  the  USSR,  how- 


ever, rose  an  estimated  4  percent  in  1974  over  that  of  a 
year  earlier. 

Japan:  Despite  complaints  about  low  or  non  existent 
profits,  the  Japanese  broiler  industry  continues  to  ex- 
pand, although  at  a  slower  rate  than  in  1966-73  when 
output  quadrupled.  An  increase  in  broiler  output  of  be- 
tween 6  and  8  percent  to  about  1.3  billion  pounds  is  ex- 
pected in  1974.  In  addition  to  financial  considerations, 
problems  in  minimizing  pollution  from  animal  wastes  are 
a  restricting  expansion  of  the  Japanese  poultry  industry, 
which  is  made  up  of  large  units  under  integrated  control. 
Total  poultry  meat  production  in  1974  is  estimated  at 
slightly  over  1.5  billion  pounds. 

Australia  is  about  self-sufficient  in  poultry  meat  pro- 
duction. Production  had  continued  to  increase  gradually 
about  3  percent  annually  in  the  past  3  years,  after  a  70 
percent  increase  from  1966  to  1971.  Poultry  meat  output 
in  1974  should  exceed  380  million  pounds.
